With- 
in a year nnd a half the small crops 
made in 1897 and 1898 will have gone 
the same way. Then, with little of 
the 1894. about 6,000.000 gallons of the 
IS95. the same amount of 1B96. almost 
no 1697, about 5,000,000 gallons of ISM 
and about 15,000,000 gallons of 1899, 
nnd whatever may remain of the pres- 
ent season's crop to draw on at t " 
rate of 21,000.000 gallons per year, I

Hnrland Whittaker, a fanner from 
Butler county, the home county of 
Gov. Taylor, is now In the jail at Louis- 
ville, charged with the crime. There 
is no direct evidence against Whitta- 
ker, and he was placed under arrest 
more because he was caught running 
from the building from which the 
shots were fired than for any other 
apparent renson. He denies in the 
most positive manner that he had any 
connection with the shooting or that 
he knew anything about it. He was 
running toward the scene of the 
shooting, an-J not away from it, when 
he was caught. 

The shooting took place at 11:10 
o'clock. Mr. Goebel was on his wny 
1o the senate chamber in company 
with Col. .lack Chinn and Warden Kph 
Lillnrd, of the Frankfort peniten- 
tiary. Mr. Lillard was a few feet In 
advance of Goebel and Chinn, who 
were walking side by side, O co b el be-

The man who fired the shots took 
the precaution to conceal his location 
by using smokeless powder cart- 
ridges. A score of people were where 
they had a full view of the side of the 
building from which the firing was 
done, and all of them declare that not 
a sign of powder smoke was visible. 
Both ChiBB and Lillard are men of ex- 
perience in affairs in which powder 
smoke is a more or less prominent 
feature, and both declare that, while 
they could tell the general direction 
from which the bullets came, they 
could not guess the spot from which 
they were fired.
